Duties mposed 
on anything they bought retarded 
the growth of the country and they 
wanted a tariff reduction in the di- 
rection of tariff for revenue only. 

In regard to lumber, it was his op- 
inion that it was unnecessary to 
waise the tariff on lumber. The peo 
ple of the Northern States were des- 
perately afrald of the Canadian for- 
ests. Their own forests were ex- 
hausted and they were forced te go 
south for their lumber.

He had been asked to speak in regard 
to the effect of the tariff on agri- 
cultural implements. aud thoucht

In some lines Canadian 
manufacturers equalled those of the 
inited States, and had almost an ex- 
elusive monopoly of the trade. in 
regard to farm waggens, self-binders 


and other Hines of machinery, Cana- 
dian manufactured implements were 
superior to American makes. In re-

The Scott Government reaiizes the 
desirability of the construction of 
the Hudson’s Bay railway. But it 
also recognizes that past and present 
Dominion Governments have accept- 
ed that as a Dominion responsibility 
and they propose to hold the Do- 
minion fo ft. Sectional and spe 
cial interests no doubt heid back the 
late Federal Government from push- 
ing the Hudson’s Bay railway, as they 
held it back from giving the west 
any measure of relief from railway 
monopoly during fifteen long and 
weary years. But no such interests 
have held back the present Govern- 
ment from giving the fullest possible 
railway facilities on lines running 
east and west, nor will they hold it 
back from giving in due time the 
additional facilities that the circum- 
stences call for on lines running north 
and south, whether those lines have 
their terminals on the Hudson’s Bay 
Hill system at the international 
on the north or connect with the 
boundary line to the south.
